This now ſhould have an Influence up-

have fo learned Chriſt, who . wrought 
huis Miracle, not for Grandeur but for 
XZ Goodneſs ſake ; He made it an Act of 
a Charity, a Labour of Love.

Converts, than the Strangeneſs of it 
would have otherwiſe done.

980 in the Text, when the Men had

So deep was the Impreſſion of the ſig- 
nal Favours beſtow'd upon em!

There may be aStrength 
and Force of Argument Alone, that poſ- 
ſibly may prevail over free and rational 7 
Minds ; and yet ſtill in Courteſies and 
good Offices, there is a Softneſs and a 
Spweetneſs more effectual for winning 
Soauls; there be Charms in Litrality, that 
no ingenuous Temper can reſiſt ; they per- 
ſuade, convince and conquer. Theſe are 
the Arms we ſhould take up to fubdue the i 
World before us! Good Life and Public 
Spirit are the beſt way of ke for 


any good Cauſe; For to do People a 
kindneſs will open their Hearts, and pre- 
pare a way for the Truth to enter.
